BUTLER ASKS 


U.S. TO GIVE 


UP ALASKAN OIL RESERVE 


Wants 49,000,000-Acre Site Now Owned 
by Navy Turned Over to 
Private Developers. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (UP) 
~Senator Hugh Butler (Rep.). 
Nebraska, asked the Administra- 
tion today to give up a 49,000,- 
000-acre federal oil reserve in 


Alaska for development by pri- 
vaté interests. 

The Navy, which holds title 
to the reserve, spent $62,000, 
on in the area and 
found some * — rich oil 
and gas fields before it sus- 
pended work last spring. 

Butler, as chairman of the 
Senate Interior Committee, made 

ublic a letter he wrote to 

Secretary Douglas Mc- 
Kay. saying federal withdrawal 
from the reserve should come 
“immediately” as an aid -to 
Alaskan statehood. An Interior 
subcommittee is considering 
statehood legislation. 

Butler said the subcommittee 
has been informed by the Navy 
that it “would interpose no 
objection to returning the re- 
serve to the public domain under 
the adminstration of the In- 
terior Department.” 

Butler’s proposal probably will 
run into criticism from congres- 
sional critics already charging 
that the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration has embarked on a pro- 
gram to “give away” the na- 
tion’s resources. 

Butler wrote McKay that the 
Navy is willing to give up con- 
trol of the reserve if the White 
House and Congress agree. He 
said a recent Navy letter of 
policy said: “Insofar as the oil 
potential of this territory is 


concerned, the Navy's primary 
interest is in its ultimate eco- 
nomical development whether 
by private or government in- 
terests.“ 

He added: “TI believe the naval 
petroleum reservation should 
be canceled immediately and 
that area opened up to private

Leasing Act (administered by 
the Interior Department)... 
at the earliest possible date. I 
hope You will initiate action to- 
ward that end.... 

“In Alaska this oil reserva- 
tion is taken as a symbol of a 
federal policy which has stifled 
all development there. This 
outworn policy, far from foster- 
ing true conservation, has simply 
locked resources up in a state 
of nonruse.” 

The Navy's policy as pre- 
sented by Butler apparently re- 
flects a change in the opinion 
of Navy Secretary Robert B. 
Anderson, a former Texas oil 
man. He told the House Armed 
Services Committee ‘last spring 
the Navy should keep title. 

Another Navy spokesman told 
the same committee exploratory 
crews had found three oil fields, 
one with a 30,000,000 to 100,000,- 
000-barrel potential, and several 
gas deposits. However, the re- 
serve is in ice-locked moun- 
tainous northern Alaska, only 
five minutes by air from Rus- 
sian airbases in Siberia. Also 
there have been estimates a 
pipeline from the reserve to 
terminal points 500 miles dis- 
tant would cost $100,000,000.

Denies Charge. 


Newbold, a deputy sheriff for 
27 years, answered: “I never 
called her in my life.” 

“Did you ask for 31500?“ 

“I never asked for $1500 or 
any sum,” Newbold replied. 

The day after her arrest, 
Newbold testified, Mrs. Vugrich 
was released on bond. “I was 
never called to testify,” he 
added. 

In outlining the state's infor- 
mation against Sheriff Mosley 
yesterday, Assistant Attorney 
General Welbern said about the 
alleged shakedown: The deputy 
sheriff had arranged for the pa- 
tient to go to the woman. Sub- 
sequently the sheriff's office 
raided the house and arrested 
her. She offered to pay $1000 
for her freedom. 


“She was told that could be 
discussed later. Later, while she 
was on bond, the deputy sheriff 
called her and said she would 
have to raise $1500, which she 
gave to the deputy.

VIOLENT QUAKE RECORDED 
WERE--7000 MILES AWAY 


An earthquake originating in 
Asia, possibly in southern Rus- 
sia, was recorded last night by 
the seismograph at St. Louis 
University, it was reported to- 
day. 

Ross R. Heinrich, in charge of 
the instrument, said the tremor 
began 7000 miles from St. Louis 
in a “‘seismographically active 
area” in Asia, went northwardly 
and came through the United 
States from the North Pole. It 
was so violent that seismographs 
anywhere in the world recorded 
it, he said. | 

Heinrich said it is unlikely 
the tremor was caused by delona- 
tion of a bomb because the mag- 
nitude of the quake far exceeded 
any that has been artifically 
produced. Explosions of bombs 
by the United States govern- 
ment in the Pacific were not 
recorded here, he said.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (AP) 
~The joint Senate-House Eco- 
nomic Committee today heard, 
emphatic criticism of President 
Eisenhower's new farm program 


from three farm economists, 
while a fourth gave it his sup- 
rt 


The three appeared in agreg- 
ment that a switch from rigid 
high Government price supports 
to a sliding scale, as proposed 
by the Administration, would 
fall far short of solving the 


problem of surpluses. 


Louis H. Bean, now a private 
esonomic consultarſt here, told 
the committee that lower farm 


prices “under certain circum- 


stances actually actually bring 
increases in acreage.” He said 


that despite marked population 


increases since 1900, United 


States consumption of wheat 


“remains practically unchanged” 
at around 500,000,000 bushels a 
-yeer. 

Says Price Has No Effect. 

Bean testified : “The farm 
price of wheat has risen as high 
as $3 and fallen as low as 30 
cents a bushel without affecting 
this practically constant total of 
food wheat consumption.” 

On that basis he predicted 
disappointment for anybody who 
believes lower prices will boost 
farm product consumption very 
much. 

The committee, headed by 
Representative Wolcott (Rep.), 
Michigan, is studying Eisen- 
hower’s economic report to Con- 
gress preliminary to making its 
own recommendations on the 
general economic picture. 

Bean, who has attained some 
prominence as a forecaster of 
election trends, said that with a 
drop of 35 cents in the cost of 
a bushel of wheat, the value of 
wheat in a loaf of bread drops 
four-tenths of a cent. 

“The. baker cannot cut the 
price of bread by four-tenths of 
a cent,” he said, but “the wheat 
farmers, on a_ billion-bushel 
crop, would lose about $350,000,- 
000 or the equivalent of 100,000 
wage earner jobs at $3500 a 
year in factories.” 

Bean was skeptical also of 
the Administration’s one billion 
dollar, three-year. export pro- 
gram to strip bulging United 
States. warehouses of some ex- 
port farm products. He said it is

Dulles once warned western 
Europe that this country would 
face an “agonizing reappraisal” 
of its commitments abroad un- 
less the defense treaty was ap- 
proved without delay.

It will recommend “that there

Temporary Missouri 
Seat Held by Judge 
Richard M. Duncan 


-yeste * 
The post, now held by United 
States District Judge Richard M. 
Duncan of St. Joseph, Mo., on a 
roving basis, has been under a 
temporary status for many years. 
Under the temporary status the 
law. expired with the death or 
retirement of the judge holding 
the post, and a new law had to 
be passed. This now won't be 


necessary. 

The omnibus judgeship bill is 
designed to relieve log-jammed 
dockets by creating 30 additional 
federal seats, 

New Temporary Posts. 

The law adds 27 additional 
United States district court seats 
in 22 states—six of these tem- 
porary posts—and three new 
circuit court of appeals seats, 
one in the fifth circuit and two 
in the ninth circut. 

The measure also makes per- 


temporary and contains provi- 


isions affecting retirement, as- 


signment and administrative 
matters affecting various federal 
courts. 

The Fifth Appeals Circuit 
serves Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, pi, 
Texas and the Canal Zone. The 
ninth embraces California, Ore- 
gon, Nevada, Montana, Wash- 
ington, Idaho, Arizona, Alaska, 
Hawalli and Guam. 

Since all federal judgships are 
appointed for life, the designa- 
tion of six of the district seats 
as “temporary” means that the 
first vacancy to occur in those 
districts will not be filled.

Compromise Measure. 

The law is a compromise of 
versions passed originally by 
the Senate last May 8 and the 
House last J 30. It is de- 
signed to believe legal log-jams 
and thus speed the administer- 
ing of justice. Congress was 
told that in some instances 
years elapse between the time a 
suit is filed and the time it be- 
comes to trial, 

Circuit court judges are pald 
$17,500 a year for life; district 
judges $15,000 for life. The 
new judges will be appointed 
by President Eisenhower, sub- 
ject to Senate confirmation. 

The new law may also bring 
about the earlier retirement or 
resignation of some judges. It 
provides that a federal judge 
may retire at full pay at 65 
after serving 15 years. The 
present provision permitting 
such retirement at 70 after 10 
years’ service is retained. 

The new law also permits 
judges who haye become per- 
manently disabled to retire at 
full pay if they have served 10 
years or at half pay if they have 
served less than 10 years.

‘Indochina and the U.S. 
President Eisenhower's stand on the worsen- 
ing situation in Indochina deserves, so we be- 


lieve, the support of the country without regard 


to politics. 

The President believes that it would be a 
tragedy for the United States to get involved 
in a shooting war in Indochina. He went so far 
as to tell his press conference Wednesday that 
he is bitterly opposed to any such military in- 
volvement, 

At the same time the President justified the 
sending of 200 Air Force technicians to train 
French crews who will service United States- 
built B-26 bombers, now being used by the de- 
fending forces. Mr. Eisenhower explained that 
the purpose in sending this technical aid was to 
keep the situation from getting worse. 


Thus the President takes a position just op- 


posite to that of two Democratic members of 
the Senate Armed Services Committee—Russell 
of Georgia and Stennis of Mississippi. These two 
Senators regard the decision to send the me- 
chanics to the danger zone as a fateful step 
that could bring about “piecemeal” involvement 
in France's long-drawn out and debilitating 
Asiatic war. 


It is another matter whether the Administra- 
tion erred in sending the technicians before - 


Adm, Radford, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, consulted the Armed Services Commit- 
tee. A strong argument can be made for prior 
consultation. But the fact is that the technicians 
are now there and presumably engaged in the 
mission on which they were sent. 

The American people already have a large 
investment in the struggle in Indochina. Much 
military help has gone directly to the battle 
area. Still more has reached there by way of 
economic and military help to France. In a sense 
Indochina is a new Korea. It is the area where 
Communist aggression currently is trying to 
win the day. If the aggressors are victorious, the 
principle established in Korea, that armed ag- 
gression does not pay, will have been lost. 

A Communist victory in Indochina would de- 
liver the gateway to Southeast Asia into the 
hands of the Chinese Reds. Beyond that gate- 
way lie Thailand, Burma and India with their 
masses of people and their important raw mate- 
rials and products. The fighting in Indochina 
may have begun seven years ago, in part at 
least, as a protest against French colonial rule. 
Much more is involved now. ’ 

The Eisenhower Administration’s move to keep 
the war from spreading follows a precedent that 
goes back as far as the Truman Doctrine, soon 
after World War II. If it keeps Indochina from 
falling to the Communists as the sending of 
military help to Greece and Turkey stopped the 
march of the Soviets in Europe, it will have 
halted aggression in another area and at rela- 
tively little cost. 

But there are lessons for the United States 
to learn as well as for the Communists. Already 
one lesson has been taught Washington. This is 
that the “massive retaliation” theory of defense, 
advanced by Secretary of State Dulles and Sec- 
retary of Defense Wilson, is not applicable to 
all situations. Obviously Indochina does not call 
for the unleashing of atomic devastation. This 
problem must be handled, as Korea was, so as 
to avoid World War III. All our security eggs 
cannot be put in one basket. 

Eventually the U.N. will need to face up to 
the Indochinese war for what it is. Meantime 
President Eisenhower estimates the situation 
calmly and reasonably. We repeat that on this 
he deserves the country’s backing.

The overwhelming majorities piled up for the 
Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer District in Tues- 
day’s city-county balloting must have been deep- 
ly satisfying to the freeholders who planned this 
experiment in metropolitan co-operation.

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A Union Chief Buys Stock 

The Wall Street Journal reports a deal by 
which Dave Beck and hig AFL Teamsters have 
bought a million dollars in stock in the Fruehauf 
Trailer Co. This is one of the most unusual oper- 
ations in the career of this powerful labor leader. 

Fruehauf builds heavy highway equipment, 
much of it moved by Beck’s union men, If this 
were a deliberate scheme for a union to take 
over a management, there would be a howl 
across the country. But it apparently is not that 
kind of a deal. 

Both Beck and Roy Fruehauf say it is really 
a loan. The Teamsters own the stock, but Frue- 
hauf votes it. The dividends from the stock are 
mailed to the Roy Fruehauf Foundation Inc., and 
the foundation pays straight 4 per cent interest 
to the union. 

With this arrangement union boss Beck helps 
company president Fruehauf to fight for control 
of his firm, now threatened by outside interests. 
In return the union gets, at least, a higher re- 


turn on its money. Beck has invested union funds 


steadily in bonds, mortgages and stocks. 

By aggressive tactics Dave Beck today heads 
a union of 1,300,000 members with a net worth 
of nearly $32,000,000. In a federation of craft 
unions he runs a vertical union that stretches 
outward every day. He pays lip service to labor 
unity but has invaded both CIO and AFL terri- 
tory at times. He insists om the right of manage- 
ment to a fair profit but when his union strikes 
it is no tea party. In short, Dave Beck has be- 
come one of the most powerful, most contro- 
versial figures in the labor movement, and the 
Fruehauf deal is more evidence of that. Unlike 
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program lost not because of objections to taxes 
or to particular highway routes, but because of 
a failure to inform the people in all sections of 
the county’s acute highway needs and plans to 
meet them.

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Strange Logic of Justice Clark 

In the 5-to-4 decision in Irvine vs. California 
this week, the United States Supreme Court up- 
held shocking invasions of a man’s home with- 
out the authority of a search warrant. This was 
a strange business crying for quick correction, 

And the strangest facet of the decision came 
from Justice Tom Clark. He began by saying 
that he was upholding the conviction only be- 
cause of the precedent established by the Court 
in the case of Wolf vs. Colorado. Had he been on 
the bench in 1949, he said, he would have re- 
fused to join tn the Wolf decision which ex- 
empts state authorities from respect for the Bill 
of Rights. : 

Even more firmly, Justice Clark ended his 
brief opinion by saying that “it is with the great- 
est reluctance that I follow Wolf. Perhaps strict 
adherence to the tenor of that decision may pro- 
duce needed converts for its extinction.” In 
short, Wolf is a bad precedent which should be 
over-ruled. 

Four Justices— Black, Douglas, Frankfurter 
and Burton—also felt that the Couft was mak- 
ing a mistake. Here were all the “needed con- 
verts for extinction.” Had Justice Clark joined 
them, a bad decision would have been replaced 
by a good one. 

Yet he voted to uphold a rule which he dis- 
approved, which he felt should be extinct. What 
manner of logic is this? 
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Reds Crossing Our Border 


A serious consequence of United States pol- 
icy toward Mexican migrant workers is the entry 
of subversives into this country. Benjamin Hab- 
berton, acting immigration commissioner, has 
told Congress that up to 100 Communists or 
former Communists are sneaking daily across 
the border. 

Mr. Habberton says these are “dangerous by- 
products of the seemingly harmiess invasion by 
illegal aliens.” It is easier for subversive aliens 
to enter because it is easy for illegal workers 
or “wetbacks” to enter. It is easier for wetbacks 
to enter because our policy calls for recruiting 
thousands of Mexicans to work on big farms and 
ranches in this country. 

-In fact this remains policy in the absence of 
a migratory worker treaty with Mexico, and 
against Mexico’s wishes. Our Government may 
regard some of the border crossings as danger- 
ous, but Mexico regards nearly all of them as 
illegal. r 

Merely strengthening our border patrol would 
not protect the border. Several regiments of 
cavalry could hardly patrol its 1800 miles of 
desert and mountains fully on one side alone. 

What is needed, at the least, is a new agree- 
ment with Mexico concerning any workers who 
are to be admitted. If the number of legal en- 
tries were limited, illegal entries would be easier 
to round up. And if migrants were admitted 
only with Mexico's consent, then two Govern- 
ments would be equally interested in controlling 
crossings of the same border.

Where the Power Goes. 


What they resent particularly 
is the charge that TVA is a 
handout for the benefit of Ten- 
nessee’s hillbillys. That line of 
propaganda, which is widespread 
in the country, is indignantly 
rejected by most people in the 
valley. They believe that TVA 
is a national asset, contributing 
to the security and well-being 
of all the country and not just 
one part. 

‘They cite yards of statistics to 
prove this. There is the fact 
that shortly more than half of 
TVA’s total power will be used 
by the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion for production of the raw 
materiais going into the weapons 
on which America’s military- 
foreign policy is based. 


No other source for that power | 


was in existence and if it had 
not been available, then the 
whole atomic program would 
have been slowed down. 


Oak Ridge, the huge wartime 
atomic project, was located in 
Tennessee for two reasons. It 
was remote from possible attack 
by enemy bombers. But just as 
important, power was available 
in the large amounts needed for 
the fission of uranium. 


The Partner Idea. 


Two plants to process titan- 
fum, essential for jet airplanes, 
are being located in the valley 
and again the reason is that 
power is at hand. 

Besides the half that goes to 
atomic production, a consider- 
able part of the balance is used 
in other plants that need large 
amounts of power to process 
aluminum and other metals go- 
ing into the defense effort. 

Where would we have been in 
1940, where would we be today, 
the valley resident wants to 
know, if we had not had such a 
system capable of expansion to 
produce more and more low 
cost hydro-electric power? 

But such claims of vital, prac- 
tical benefit to one side, there 
is a sharp divergence of ap- 
proach between Democrats and 
Republicans over the TVA idea.

sor. Founder of the biggest 
chicken and egg business in the 
2 Carbaugh is widely re- 


spected. 

Yet he will be opposed by 
many convinced that this is a 
radical departure from the TVA 
concept.

WW ARTERY DISEASE 


Fast Tempo of Life, Lack 
of Exercise, Smoking 
Also Cited. 


Nutrition is probably the most 
important factor in coronary 
artery disease, Dr. O. P. J. Falk, 
member of the St. Louis Uni- 
versity Medical School faculty, 
declared yesterday. 

Speaking at the annual health 
day luncheon sponsored by the 
women’s auxiliary of the St. 
Louis County Medical Society, 
he said the most deadly form 
of heart disease is coronary 
Thrombosis, formation of a clot 
in the arteries which supply 
blood to the heart muscle, which 
kills approximately 150,000 per- 
sons a year in this country. 

An adequate amount of exer- 
cise, weight reduction and cur- 
tailment of excessive amounts 
of fat intake help prevent this 
disease, Dr. Falk stated. 


Terming heart ailments and 
other degenerative diseases an 
ever-increasing threat to the 
ranks of middle-aged men as 
compared to their grandpar- 
ents,” he said:

POETRY CRITIC FROM WALES

DULUTH, Minn., Feb. 11 (AP) 
—A letter of congratulations

| were from veterans’ and civic 
organizations. Last year there 
| were more than 8000 such greet- 
| ings. 

| Woolson, who enjoys good 
health, served about a year in 
an artillery regiment before be- 
ing mustered out in the Civil 
War. His son-in-law and daugh- 
ter, Mr. and Mrs. John Kobus, 
live here with him. 

“I’m just beginning to feel 
like I'm not a boy any more,” 
said the drummer boy who con- 
siders himself “ageless” and 
thinks neighbors of 70 and 80 
are “old.” 

“And don’t count me out yet,” 
said the veteran. “I'm going to 
be around for at least three or 
four more of these nice birth- 
days.

Incoming, Outgoing Throngs Merged 
When Police Were Switched to Clearing 
Way for Nehru. |

NEW DELHI, Feb. 11—I was 
the only correspondent actually 
among the pilgrims when nearly 
400 people were trampled to 
death at the world’s greatest re- 
ligious festival, in India’s Allaha- 
bad, on the morning of Feb, 3. 
Between 4,000,000 and 5,000,- 
odo persons tried to crowd onto 
tune 75 acres of a triangular 
beach, enclosed on two sides by 
the rivers Ganges and Jumna 
and on the third side by a tall, 
slippery bank. The millions surg- 
ing toward this traditionally 
sacred spot on Feb. 3 believed 
that if they bathed there that 


morning they would be spared 
any further reincarnations after 
death, and thus escape the mis- 
ery of life.

Beeson, former $30,000-a-year 
industrial relations director for 
the Food Machinery & Chemical 
Corp., San Jose, Calif., was nom- 
inated by President Eisenhower 
to the five-man NLRB, which 
administers most of the provi- 
sions of the Taft-Hartley law. 
The post pays $15,000 a year. 
Further Hearings Held. 

The committee approved the 
nomination 7 to 6 on a straight 
party-line vote. At Democratic 
insistence, further hearings were 
held later at which it was de- 
veloped that Beeson had been 
given a year’s leave of absence 
from his firm that safeguarded 
his $4400 pension rights. 

Beeson had testified he had 
resigned from the company. The 
company president said the 
leave status had been given 
without Beeson’s knowledge. 

Democrats insisted, however, 
that the possibility of Beeson's 
returning to his old firm raised 
a “conflict of interest” in the 
semijudicial post he would hold 
on the NLRB. They said he 
would have a pro-management 
bias on the board. 

Beeson told the committee he 
would sign a written resignation 
from the concern, to be effective 
the day he took his oath of of- 
fice. 

Minority Report to Be Given. 

(The Associated Press said the 
Democrats on the committee de- 
cided to write a supplemental 
minority report for submission to 
the Senate. This will seek to 
show that Beeson made several 
statements to the committee 
which he later admitted were 
in error.) 

Asked if he thinks Southern 
Democratic supporters of the 
Taft-Hartley law will join com- 
mittee members in opposing the 
nomination in the Senate, Mur- 
ray said: “I think they could 
very well join with us in this 
because of the need for impar- 
tial men on these quasi-judicial 
boards.” 

Nomination is slated to come 
before the Senate next week.

IF WOMEN VOTE for Liberace as a piano 
player—and they sure do—it raises grave ques- 
tions about their competence to vote for any- 
thing.

Liberace—his dimples, his flowing curls, his 
flashing teeth, his coy manner, and (only inci- 
dentally) his piano—is now on 134 television 
stations, delighting heaven knows how many 
elderly and teen-age females and infuriating 
heaven knows how many men. The program 
opens with Liberace banging away on his 
piano in almost total darkness; then the lights 
come up gradually and there is Liberace, bathed 
in illumination like a minor revelation.

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„ OF THOSE WHO WERE DISSATISFIED with school, 
most complained about other things than their studies— 
though they were scornful about the failure of the schools 
to give them any preparation for marriage or even to teach 
them how to handle money. They expressed particular dis- 
satisfaction with their social relationships in school: “If 
you are not an insider you are snubbed.” They felt the 
teachers took little personal interest in them. In short, 
“drop-outs are boys and girls in difficulty, dissatisfied, un- 
happy, unsuccessful, alone.” I don't know how far that fits 
you, Bill, but if you were really having a good time in high 
school you would probably stay. 

When the drop-outs were questioned, the great bulk of 
them admitted that they felt they had not had enough 
training in such things as English, mathematics, reading, 
and speaking. Only one in five of the drop-outs, for in- 
stance, felt that he had enough mathematics for everyday 
living.

Bureau with offices in the heart

Baxter’s hobby, which not 
only provides him with tremen- 
dous pleasure but comes in handy 
in a business way, too, is the 
weather. He recently wrote a 
book, Today's Revolution in 
Weather,” that contains some in- 
teresting and, possibly, alarming 
predictions.

“Not long ago I went to Nor- 
way and Sweden to study the 
melting glaciers and see what 
was happening to the fishing 
population,” Baxter explained. 
“As the heat zone of the world 
has moved northwards it has 
revolutionized the fish feeding 
grounds of the world. Ten years 
ago tuna fish were practically 
unheard of around Norway and 
Sweden because the waters were 
too cold and there were no 
ocean restaurants for the fish, 
no feeding grounds. But in 
just six years the tuna catches 
for that area jumped from 465,- 
000 pounds in 1947 to 25,172,000 
pounds in 1952. 

“I have been in most of the 
fishing countries of Europe in 
recent years, including Spain, 
Portugal, France, Italy, Belgium, 
Ireland, England, Scotland and 
Iceland, and, believe me, there 
is a revolution taking place in 
the weather and it is affecting 
the habits of the fish. 

“For example, just as our 
California friends simply can- 
not locate the enormous schools 
of sardines that came with such 
regularity in the past, so also I 


found the same thing was hap- 
pening in Spain and Portugal. 
The idea that too many com- 
mercial fishermen have cleaned 
out the fish is a lot of baloney. 
The rate of reproduction in fish 
is fantastic. Why one fish can 
have as many as 100,000 off- 
spring. The truth is that the 
fish have found out that there's 
a boom in life in the northern 
part of the world. 


“Another thing I’ve fgund 1s 
that in fishing off Long Island 
in the summer we are now 
catching tropical fish never be- 
fore seen in such waters, in- 
cluding an amazing number of 
warm-water sharks. I also found 
that tropical fish are now being 
caught in the once frigid climate 
of the North Sea.”

North might have tried to 


make it more difficult for the 
opponents to interfere, by rais- 
ing the one-heart opening to two 
hearts, but (no expert) he prob- 
ably feared that his “over-score 
bid” would be read by South 
as a slam-try. (Experts do NOT 
treat over-score bids as slam- 
tries.) 

West made the good opening 
lead of alow trump. South cap- 
tured East’s queen and led a 
club to the king. East won, 
and apparently with the single 
thought that his partner had bid 
spades, returned the queen of 
that suit. This was very nice 
for the declarer, who of course, 
covered. West won and laid 
down the ace and another trump, 
but in vain. Declarer took the 
double diamond finesse, and all 
the defenders got was a second 
club trick. In all, they won a 
heart, a spade and two clubs, 
and so the doubled contract was 
made. 

East’s return of the spade 
queen—or of any other spade— 
was inexcusably thoughtless. 
How could spade tricks get 
away from his side? There was 
no suit (or even a card) in 
dummy that would provide a 
discarding opportunity for de- 
clarer’s losing spades, whatever 
they were, and so there was no 
conceivable purpose to be served 
by East’s leading the suit. 
Dummy’s entries were limited, 
and East should have kept them 
that way! Without the spade 
return, South would have found 
it impossible to take two dia- 
mond finesses and also finesse 
in spades, and he would have 
had to be psychic to filfull the 
contract. East should have re- 
turned his partner's trump lead.
